Around 50 of the soldiers 
taking part in the parade 
will be from across the 
Dudley borough and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

A ceremony will be held at 
Dudley Council House, in 
Priory Road, led by the new 
Mayor of Dudley, Councillor 
Melvyn Mottram. 

He will present the Terri¬ 
torial Army regiment with a 
commemorative scroll 
before officially granting the 
troops the freedom of the 
borough. 

The ceremonial honour 
shows the ties between a 
borough and a regiment. 

It has links with Dudley 
dating back to 1794. 

Lt Col Matthew Botsford, 
MBE, commanding officer of 
the regiment, said the troops 
were deeply honoured. 

“It is wonderful the people 
of Dudley have granted the 
regiment the freedom of the 
borough,” he said. 

The parade will begin at 
the Territorial Army centre, 
in Vicar Street, at 11am. 

Cash blow 
to college 

DUDLEY College has 
missed out on £10million of 
funding to open a University 
Technical College in the 
heart of the town, it has been 
announced. 

Principal Lowell William 
today spoke of his disapoint- 
ment after the application, 
which had been submitted in 
partnership with Aston Uni¬ 
versity, Birmingham, was 
turned down by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The cash would have been 
used to bankroll the project 
to open the centre. 


HOMES PLAN FOR 
GLASSWORKS SITE 


A CANALSIDE housing estate is being 
earmarked to be built next to a pro¬ 
posed £5 million glass museum in 
Wordsley. Some 49 homes would be 
constructed on the historic former 
Stuart Crystal glassworks site. 


Vacant land off Argyle 
Close will be developed 
for the estate while the 
museum will be built in 
the Grade II listed former 
factory units. 

These were once at the 
heart of the glassmaking 
industry but have 
recently been targeted by 
vandals. 

Work on the museum is 
not expected to start until 
next year as bosses are still 
preparing their bids for 
funding. 

A planning application 
has been submitted by 
Morris Homes Ltd for a mix 
of houses and flats, and will 
be considered by council¬ 
lors in the coming months. 

Slump 

Existing plans to convert 
some of the old glassworks 
units across the canal into 
apartments, on land which 
is owned by Complex Devel¬ 
opments, were delayed five 
years ago by the slump in 
the housing market and 
have been put on hold while 
the museum plans move 
forward. 

Under these new propos¬ 
als there would be 16 
detached houses, two semi¬ 
detached, seven “mews” 
properties and 24 apart¬ 
ments. 

They would overlook the 
Stourbridge Canal, which 
runs through the former 
glassworks. 

The plans have been wel¬ 
comed by ward councillor 
John Jones, who said: “It

will bring new people to 
Wordsley and put some 
money into the community. 

“I’m sure a lot of people 
will be pleased to see some 
regeneration at the site as 
it has been knocked about 
in the last few years.” 

The new museum will 
have glass collections from 
across the Black Country. 

There and also plans to 
link it with the historic Red 
House Glass Cone via a 
tunnel which would run 
underground. 

A fundraising drive has 
been launched by the 
British Glass Foundation - 
a charity set up to spear¬ 
head the plans. 

And bosses are also 
looking into possible Gov¬ 
ernment grants to boost 
the scheme, which is 
expected to attract more 
than 500,000 visitors a 
year. 

The process was held up 
last year when a huge blaze 
broke out in one of the old 
factory buildings. 

This caused months of 
delays as bosses waited for 
an insurance claim to go 
through before repairs 
could be carried out. 

Stuart Crystal closed in 
2001 with the loss of 220 
jobs when the firm was 
taken over by Waterford 
Wedgwood in a £4 million 
deal.

Boat to be

A £1.3MILLION powerboat 
being built in Dudley for a 
round-the-world record 
attempt will be paraded 
through the town’s streets 
once it has been made.

Although the boat was not 
damaged in the blaze, Mr 
Priddy and his staff have 
been unable to work for two 
weeks while police carry out 
forensic checks.

Richard recalls day 
of falling for Queen 


IT WAS a proud day when 20- 
year-old Richard Williams 
met the Queen - but it did not 
exactly go to plan. 

He was busy taking photographs for 
his colleagues when a metal peg in the 
ground at Shugborough Hall in 
Stafford caused him to lose his footing 
just yards away from Her Majesty. 

Mr Williams was a private in the 
Territorial Army during the visit in 
1982, when the Queen was presenting 
military colours to the Queen’s Own 
Mercenary Yeomanry. 

Though he can look back on the inci¬ 
dent and laugh, Mr Williams remem¬ 
bers being embarrassed at the time. 

He said: “I fell over right in front of 


her. I was taking pictures walking 
backwards and I fell over a metal peg in 
the ground. “I got up and I was busy 
brushing down my trousers - and then 
I looked up and she was right there. 

“She asked if I was alright, and I said 
I was, and she asked me if I was enjoy¬ 
ing the day. 

Funny 

“I think she found it quite funny but 
she was really nice about it.” 

Mr Williams, of Pennfields, Stour¬ 
bridge, went on to become a plastic 
moulding technician in Lye and now 
works as a cleaner at Stourbridge 
Medical Centre. 

He said the memories of meeting the 
Queen will always live with him, and 


added: “It was really exciting. Only a 
few people get to speak to the Queen so 
I was very lucky. It was a huge thing to 
happen in my life.” 

Though Mr Williams said he was 
“ribbed” by his friends in the TA, he 
says he often looks back on the occa¬ 
sion and is “very proud” to have met 
the Queen. 

He stayed in the TA for a further 
three years but says there were not 
many other experiences that came 
close to that day in July. 

He added: “My family were all so 
proud and they still look at the photos 
and think about what a great day it 
was. It doesn’t matter what happened, 
I’m just really glad that I was there and 
I took part.”

Speaker visits 
town to speak 
at school and 
honour hero 

HOUSE of Commons Speaker 
John Bercow came to Stour¬ 
bridge to commemorate Second 
World War MI6 agent Frank Foley. 

Mr Bercow was at Old Swinford Hospital 
School in Stourbridge to give the annual 
Frank Foley lecture. 

The MP used the occasion to highlight the 
importance of speaking out against racism 
and extremism. 

The visit was organised by Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin and saw the Speaker unveil 
a bus in honour of Mr Foley, who worked as 
an MI6 agent in Berlin from 1920 to 1939. 
He used his position as a passport officer to 
help hundreds of Jews escape Nazi 
Germany by giving them papers to leave. 

Following the war Foley lived in Stour¬ 
bridge until his death in 1958. 

After the lecture Mr Bercow went to name 
a National Express West Midlands bus after 
Frank Foley 

Crisis 

In his lecture Mr Bercow called the 
decline in voter turnout at elections the 
“quiet crisis of UK electoral participation” 
and said polling day should become a bank 
holiday to get more people to vote 

He made the comments in front of an 
audience of school pupils and dignitaries 
and said the 32 per cent turnout in the local 
elections on May 3 was the lowest since 
2000 . 

He said: “The introduction of the Fixed 
Term Parliament bill, now Act, does create 
an opportunity We now know that the next 
General Election is due to take place on May 
7 2015. We also know that we always have 
two public holidays in the month of May 
every year. Why not swap one of them over 
so that the General Election date itself is a 
public holiday and a celebration of democ¬ 
racy? This would involve no additional cost 
to business or anyone else.”

Switching back to the 
Crabtree factory story 


WHEN the Queen opens her 
copy of The Crabtree Story 
she will see photos of when 
she visited 50 years ago. 

Her Majesty was the first person to 
be sent a copy of the book that chroni¬ 
cles the history of the Walsall factory 
which, at its height, employed around 
3,000 workers. 

The company made light switches 
and was started in 1919 by John Ash¬ 
worth Crabtree. It moved from the old 
leather works in Rushall Street to 
larger premises, called the Lincoln 
works, and steadily grew to become one 
of Walsall’s largest employers. 

The Lincoln site closed in 1996 and a 
group was formed called the Crabtree 
Society. Their aim was to keep the 
memories from the factory alive. 

Among the main authors of The 
Crabtree Story were Allan Preston, 66, 
and Roy Spencer, 72, who joined the 
company as apprentices. 

Allan says: “John Crabtree was an 
amazing person - not only was he a 
skilled business man, engineer and 
designer but he was a wonderful artist 
as well. The company meant so much

Hotel 

Today (Thursday, May 24) the Crab¬ 
tree Society is holding a book launch at 
the Lyndon House Hotel, which used to 
be the old leather works where the 
business first began.

In 1919 John Crabtree started his 
search for suitable premises in Birm¬ 
ingham but Walsall become attractive 
due to a need for work in the town. 
Within 12 months the company was 
employing around 100 staff producing 
the Crabtree Quick Make and Break 


light switch at the former leather 
works of John Leckie & Co. 

By 1923 the works in Rushall Street 
were so overcrowded it was necessary 
to rent a music hall and disused church 
in the town. Roy says: “Those early 
days were hard and a diary of one of the 
workers, Cyril Summerton, told us 
how John Crabtree bought six packets 
of candles and a bag of scrap hexagon 
nuts to be used as candle holders so 
workers could see in the bad light. 
However, in 1920 he treated the staff to 
a fish and chip supper with bottles of 
Guinness. 

In 1923 John Crabtree found a 
seven-acre green field site in Dark 
Lane, less than one mile from the 
Rushall Street factory. The factory was 
named Lincoln Works after the Ameri¬ 
can president Abraham Lincoln, who 
Crabtree admired. 

The company had been family 
owned, but in 1972 it was taken over by 
Eveready and its shares were sold. The 
present owners are Siemens, and Crab¬ 
tree is still a brand within the company. 

Proceeds from the sale of the book 
will go to the Electrical and Electronics 
Industries Benevolent Association.

Quarry rejection 
is recommended 

LONG-AWAITED decisions on two controversial quarry 
plans for Wall Heath are set to be made next week with 
reports to the planning committee recommending both be 
refused. 

People have submitted a 3,000-signature petition against 
the schemes by FG Davis to create one quarry and to extend 
the working life of another in the village. 

It lodged a planning application more than a year ago to 
start sand and gravel extractions on a 19-acre site off Mile 
Flat. It also applied to carry on using its quarry, in Enville 
Road, originally for an extra three years but since amended 
to 18 months. 

More than 5,500 letters of objection and a petition signed 
by 3,000 have been sent to Staffordshire County Council 
with villagers complaining of dust, extra traffic and mud on 
the roads. 

Dave Tyler, leader of the Quarries Fighting Fund, said he 
was delighted with the recommendations 

He said around 12 members hoped to attend the June 7 
planning meeting. 

“This is the best possible news for people in the Wall 
Heath, Hinksford and Ashwood areas and shows that a well 
orchestrated community campaign really does work,” he 
said. 

A report to the committee said of the Mile End applica¬ 
tion: “The proposal would result in an unacceptable adverse 
and cumulative impact on local residents, local highway 
users and neighbouring land users in terms of noise, dust 
and traffic and the impact on visual amenity and land¬ 
scape.” 

It said of the other one: “The proposal would result in an 
unacceptable adverse impacts on local residents, footpath 
and highway users as a result of prolonged disturbance in 
terms of noise, dust and traffic.” 


Patrols to be stepped up as 
vandals attack historic mill 


VANDALS have been smashing 
windows and causing a nuisance 
at a grade II listed windmill in 
Dudley. Police are stepping up 
patrols at Ruiton Mill in Upper 
Gornal and a CCTV camera is due 
to be installed. Chairman of the 
Ruiton Mill Trust, Councillor Ken 
Finch, said it was costing hun¬ 
dreds of pounds to replace the 
broken windows. 

Problems escalated in the past two 
months and windows which had already 
been replaced once, have now been damaged 
again. The mill in Vale Street has beds for 14 
and is used by Scouts for sleepovers and 
hosts trips by foreign exchange students. 

“They have been climbing over the gate 
into the courtyard and breaking windows 
and throwing rubbish around,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Finch. 

“We have been in touch with police and 
they are going to start using the mill some of 
their meetings. “We hope the presence of a 


police car outside will help to deter anyone 
who wants to cause a nuisance. We are also 
going to have a CCTV camera installed. 

“The problem is when the windows are 
broken we have to pay to replace them and 
it’s not any easy job because it is a listed 
building. 

“We also have to be very careful with our 
funds as the only money we will have coming 
in is from the groups that use the mill,” he 
said. 

Wonderful 

“It is a wonderful building. The people 
causing the damage probably don’t know 
how great it is inside. It’s a real shame this 
keeps happening,” he added. 

The mill, built from Gornal sandstone, 
had four sails but these were destroyed and 
were too expensive to replace. In 2008 it was 
refurbished at a cost of £40,000. 

Work included a new courtyard and 
kitchen. 

The mill is behind a row of houses off the 
main street and is home to Scout groups, 
Dudley Caving Club and groups including 
astronomers and abseilers.

Plastic drain covers 
are to be introduced 

DRAIN covers stolen by metal thieves will be replaced with 
plastic alternatives by Dudley and Sandwell councils at a 
cost of around £239,000. The councils are teaming up to 
stamp out the thefts. 

The problem has led to them deciding to bring in plastic 
replacements. 

They have now opened a tender process for a company to 
do the work. Councillors say the dangers to the public 
caused by the theft of manhole and drain covers mean that 
swift and decisive action is required. 

Sandwell has 30,000 drain covers and has been the worst- 
hit borough in the region with more than 300 stolen since 
September last year. Wolverhampton recorded 70 covers 
stolen, and Staffordshire County Council had around 30. 

In Dudley, there were more than 200 covers stolen last 
year and in Walsall more than 120 covers went missing. It 
costs around £400 a time to replace each stolen metal drain 
cover and frame. Plastic covers vary from £45 to £75.

AS A keen fan of Formula 1,1 am able to answer the ques¬ 
tion asked by G Griffiths about why Lewis Hamilton was 
excluded from qualifying at the recent Spanish Grand Prix. 

As G Griffiths pointed out, the qualifying session is split 
into three segments, and many wondered why Lewis simply 
wasn’t excluded from the third and final segment of the 
session, which would have resulted in him starting 11th on 
the grid instead of last. 

The answer is contained in article 6.6.2 of the Formula 1 
Technical Regulations, which state if a fuel sample is 
required after a practice or qualifying session, then the car 
must be driven back to the pits under its own power. The 
qualifying session is seen simply as one session - it is split 
into three segments, but it is one session. As Lewis couldn’t 
drive his car back to the pits at the end of the session then 
he was excluded from the entire session, rather than from 
just one segment of the session. Many people may agree 
with G Griffiths, but the rules are there for all drivers.

Marina decision delay 


A DECISION over whether a 
marina can be built in a South 
Staffordshire village bigger 
than originally proposed has 
been deferred. 

Planning bosses put the decision on 
hold after 10 councillors visited the 
site. 

Their visit raised fresh fears about 
parking problems if the 236-berth 
marina for Swindon is given the go- 
ahead. 

The delay will allow talks to be held 
on preventing escalating parking prob¬ 
lems in the village before South 
Staffordshire Council planning com¬ 
mittee meets next month. 

Following a meeting of the council’s 


regulatory committee last night, the 
council’s development manager Sarah 
Poxon said: “There was concern from 
councillors at the amount of on street 
parking they found in the area and how 
much this might be exacerbated by the 
marina development. 

“We will now be taking another look 
at this. We will talk to the county 
council who are the highways author¬ 
ity about the levels of car parking 
needed. 

Informative 

“We will then assess the situation on 
the information available and hope¬ 
fully be in a position to report back to 
the committee at its next meeting.” 

Councillor Brian Cox, chairman of 
the regulatory committee, added: “Site 


visits are very informative because 
things can look different when you see 
them on the ground rather than on a 
plan.” 

Opposition to the marina has been 
led by members of the parish council 
and grew when the plan was altered to 
make the scheme more financially 
viable by increasing the number of 
boats that could be moored at the site 
alongside Swindon High Street from 
199 to 236. 

Town planners had still recom¬ 
mended the scheme for approval 
believing the benefits it would bring to 
the village amounted to the ‘very 
special circumstances’ necessary to 
justify approval. 

That conclusion will now be recon¬ 
sidered after the site visit.

Restaurant found in filthy state 


A FORMER takeaway owner 
has been fined after environ¬ 
mental health officers discov¬ 
ered dirty floors and broken 
equipment during an inspec¬ 
tion two years ago. 

A court heard that Saffron House in 
Market Street, Stourbridge was in a 
filthy condition when they visited the 
premises on August 22 2010. Officers 
discovered there was no running hot 
water, dirty floors, walls and hand 
basins, a leaking freezer and faulty 


electrical equipment. There were also 
stained display cabinets and shelves. 
Marcus Kraehling-Smith, prosecuting 
on behalf of Dudley Council told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that 
Saffron House boss Alexander Bethan 
was interviewed in November 2010, 
but summonses alleging breaches of 
hygiene were not issued until August 
last year. 

Responsibility 

Malcolm Fowler, defending, said the 
44-year-old had been in Iran and had 
left the takeaway in the hands of a 


friend for three months shortly before 
the environmental health officers 
visited the premises. But the lawyer 
added: “Despite that, he accepts 
responsibility for the state it was in.” 

Bethan, from Pearson Street, Blak- 
enhall, who severed links with the 
takeaway shortly after the visit, 
pleaded guilty to nine breaches of food 
hygiene regulations at the Saffron 
House. He was fined £1,000 and 
ordered to do 120 hours unpaid work. 

Judge John Warner said: “No expert 
analysis was necessary to establish this 
was a filthy place.”

Brewery on 
the move so 
demand can 
be satisfied 

A SOUTH Staffordshire 
brewery is to open bigger 
premises to cope with 
demand for its beers. 

Kinver Brewery was 
started in 2004 by Dave 
Kelly and Ian Davies. 

It has run as a two-man 
operation since then, but 
because of the growing 
demand for its award¬ 
winning real ales it needs to 
find bigger premises. 

Mr Davies said that the 
company’s current unit at 
Fairfield Drive was also 
going to be knocked down 
when the lease ends. 

They are planning to open 
a new 12-barrel brewery 
once suitable premises have 
been found in the village. 

The current five-barrel 
brewery only produces 180 
gallons of brew three times a 
week. The move to bigger 
premises would mean them 
brewing twice a week. 

Mr Davies said the firm 
was also likely to look at 
taking on staff eventually. 

Kinver Half Centurion, a 
five per cent pale premium 
bitter created to mark the 
50th birthdays of both 
founders, won a silver medal 
at the Great British Beer 
Festival in the strong bitter 
category last year. 

Its Khyber, Edge and Over 
the Edge beers have also 
won awards at beer festivals. 

The full range of Kinver 
beers will be on sale in the 
beer tent at the Kinver 
Country Fair on June 17. 


The Newcomen Engine 
played an important role in 
Britain’s industrial develop¬ 
ment. 

The technological 

advancement it brought 
impacted greatly upon the 
mining industry and set the 
stage for the acceleration of 
the Industrial Revolution. 

Thomas Newcomen, in 
seeking a solution to the 
challenge of coal mines in 
Staffordshire, Warwickshire 
and Tyneside being flooded 
during the late 17th century, 
invented an engine that 
could pump water from the 
mines. 

Newcomen’s first success¬ 
ful steam engine is recog¬ 
nised as that built in 1712 
just a stone’s throw away 
from the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

Restored 

The engine spread 
throughout the country as 
steam power became a force 
for economic growth and the 
name Black Country was 
born. 

Mr Coackley visited the 
only full-sized working 
replica of the 1712 engine 
which was unveiled back in 
1986. 

It is being lovingly 
restored to celebrate the 
300th anniversary of New¬ 
comen’s breakthrough. 

He said: “Here in the West 
Midlands, thanks to this feat 
of engineering, power was at 
the convenience of people 
and not nature. 

“It was an example of how 
engineering can change the 
world. 

Despite the continuing 
economic gloom, the creativ¬ 
ity, innovation and profes¬ 
sionalism of engineers is 
clear to see. 

“For Britain, the role of 
the civil engineer will be as 
crucial to meeting our

TREES in a Black Country village are at risk of dying out 
due to “overly severe” pruning taking place too late in the 
year, it has been claimed. 

Work to strip trees on land between Meriden Avenue and 
Bridgnorth Road, Wollaston, Stourbridge by Dudley 
Council has been branded “vandalism” by an angry resi¬ 
dent. 

Roy Stockton, who has lived in Wollaston for 50 years, 
said the trees had been left in a “shocking” condition. 

He said one tree was already dead from pruning carried 
out in previous years and another was barely alive. 

The 75-year-old avid gardener said: “I am concerned the 
other trees will go the same way after this work was carried 
out. 

“It was carried out about a month ago which is the start 
of the budding season for trees and far too late for this type 
of thing to be carried out. 

“Any pruning should have taken place at the end of last 
year. In my view what has happened is not pruning but van¬ 
dalism.” 

Dudley Council cabinet member responsible for green- 
care Councillor Judy Foster said: “The council employs 
expert tree professionals in order to carry out work, and 
ensure the highest possible quality of care for the borough’s 
trees. Our team took into account the area and the species 
of tree before carrying out any work.” 


Hope for freight line 

TRANSPORT chiefs today said they remain hopeful the 
Walsall to Stourbridge freight rail line will reopen in a £100 
million scheme. 

Network Rail is in the process of carrying out a full review 
of rail capacity demand of freight. 

Bosses at Centro believe this review will support the case 
for reopening the line. 

Resignalling work is taking place in Walsall, which has 
seen activity taking place close to the M6 at Bescot junction. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler said: “The work is part 
of a Network Rail project to re-signal the Walsall area. The 
project involves laying a short stretch of track to create a 
loop for freight trains to run around the northern junction 
of the old Walsall to Stourbridge line. 

“The loop will give freight trains coming into the Mid¬ 
lands on existing lines much easier access to the Chase Line 
heading north.” 

He added: “Reopening the Walsall/Stourbridge freight 
line is a key element of our rail strategy and we are working 
closely with rail industry partners and the Governmnet on 
ways to fund the estimated £100 million cost. Network Rail 
is also in the process of carrying out a study into the demand 
of freight.”

The next phase of the scheme is expected to 
begin sometime in June. 

It is hoped the work will be complete by the end of the 
year. The project includes a new joint entrance and visitor 
centre for the attractions so people can pay to access all the 
sites together. 

Access 

A new road will also run between the museum and zoo, 
while a car park with up to 1,000 spaces will cater for all the 
sites. 

The road will run from near the former Trading Post 
premises in Castle Hill to the back of the museum in Tipton 
Road. It will also provide access to Dudley Canal Trust at 
the back of the museum. The plans became a reality when a 
bid for £4.5m of European funding was approved last year.

Give your bike an overhaul if it’s been laid up 


Big push to get more 
people out on bikes 


SHARE the fun of cycling with 
a saddle-shy friend this 
summer as part of the 
Summer of Cycling cam¬ 
paign. 

It’s encouraging everyone with an 
interest in cycling to introduce just one 
friend, neighbour, colleague or family 
member to cycling. 

But if you’re dusting down a bike 
that’s been in the shed all winter, or are 
returning to cycling after a break, the 
chances are both your knowledge and 
your bike could do with an MOT. 

Inflate your tyres to the right pres¬ 
sure, adjust the saddle to the right 
height for you, and make sure the gears 
and brakes work properly. You’ve got 
the right saddle height when you’re 
sitting on the saddle and touching the 
ground with the balls of both feet. 

More technically, your leg should be 
almost fully extended when the pedal 
is at the bottom of its rotation. 

If you haven’t used your bike for a

while get it serviced to make sure it’s 
safe. If you’re new to cycling or haven’t 
done it for years, it’s worth getting a 
session with a cycle trainer or a more 
experienced cyclist. 

This will help confidence and under¬ 
standing of riding in traffic. 

Cycling is very different to driving 
and you may want to practise your 
route. Cycle guides, smartphone appli¬ 
cations, and websites can help with 
route planning, and will normally offer 
more cycle-friendly routes. 

Make sure you are seen. Wear some¬ 
thing bright or hi-viz and always use 
front and rear lights if it’s dawn, dusk, 
dark or foggy. Take your lights with 
you just in case you end up cycling back 
at night. It is also worth taking a small 


tool kit with you. A spare pump and 
inner tube, as well as Allen keys to 
adjust the saddle and handlebars, will 
cover you for most eventualities. Prac¬ 
tising using them beforehand is advis¬ 
able, especially if you cycle alone. 

They’re not mandatory, but wearing 
a helmet is a good idea. Looking at the 
dents in my helmet from a couple of 
minor falls, I’m glad I’ve had it on. 

The most important thing to 
remember when cycling on the road is 
that other road users are often not 
looking for you. 

Ride to be seen by positioning your¬ 
self slightly away from the kerb, where 
drivers would be looking for other vehi¬ 
cles. 

To help drivers stay safe and enjoy 
their driving this summer, the IAM has 
a new website, drivingadvice.org.uk, 
with traffic updates, weather fore¬ 
casts, and driving tips, including 
driving abroad, cycling, coping with 
Olympic congestion, and loading the 
car for a long journey.

Toyota's 
GT86 has 
the power 
of Subaru 

YOU DON’T need an abacus to help you count 
the number of affordable rear-wheel drive 
coupes available to buy in the UK these days. 

Even if you choose to include Mazda’s MX-5 - so long as 
you fit the hard-top roof - it’s a small number. 

With nearly everyone now focused on cutting emissions 
and squeezing as much as possible from a litre of fuel, it 
Id be easy to think that fun 1 


would be easy to think that 
minds of car makers. 

To a certain degree it has, 
as it’s much more advanta¬ 
geous for a car firm to build 
yet another low C02 car that 
will earn it copious gold 
stars among the green lobby. 
And all the while this is hap¬ 
pening, Mazda’s MX-5 
remains unchallenged. 

This situation could be 
about to change, as a part¬ 
nership between Toyota and 
Subaru has produced some¬ 
thing that was commonplace 
a few decades ago: a rear- 
wheel drive, front-engine 
coupe promising thrills for 
sensible money. 

Toyota has more form in 
this department than 
Subaru thanks to genera¬ 
tions of modestly powerful 
coupes and roadsters, and its 
GT86 model boasts a last 
generation Celica-esque 
footprint and edgy, wedge¬ 
like profile. 

It’s a Toyota with a twist, 
however. The corporate- 
level connection between 
the two firms resulted in 
Subaru sharing develop¬ 
ment responsibilities and 
donating its trademark flat 
four ‘Boxer’ petrol engine. 

Sensible 

The end result is a thor¬ 
oughly modern Toyota 
inside and out powered by a 
quirky 2.0-litre Boxer motor 
that’s got more in common 
with a turbo-nutter Impreza 
than a Prius. 

One thing is missing 
though, and that’s a tur¬ 
bocharger. Toyota - and 
Subaru - have eschewed 
forced induction in a bid to 
keep the engine’s power 
output at a sensible - and 
wallet-friendly - 197bhp. 

Predictably with such an 
engine, most of the action 
kicks off once past 4,000 
revs, which means you’ll 
need to work hard for your 
thrills. 

Fortunately the GT86’s 
manual gearchange is short 
and accurate, which makes 
keeping the motor on the 
boil a straightforward activ- 


n has taken a back seat in the

ity in any of the six gears. 
Opt for the labour-saving 
auto ‘box and you get 
gearchange paddles and a 
funky throttle blip on down- 
changes. 

Despite the promise of 
tuning bits from famed 
Japanese tuner TRD, Toyota 
isn’t offering any go-faster 
engine parts for the GT86. 

If you want more power, 
you’ll need to look to the 
aftermarket tuner commu¬ 
nity. Thankfully you won’t 
be starved of choice or 
expertise as many have 
earned their spurs on 
Subaru’s Impreza and 
Legacy models. 

Why the focus on power? 
It’s fair to say that the GT86 
could easily handle a dollop 
more of the stuff; its base 
set-up is pleasingly neutral 
and the car’s compliant ride 
is never in the mood to bite 
you despite the rear-wheel 
drive layout. 

This rear-drive coupe is, 
however, an intriguing and 
affordable alternative to the 
likes of Nissan’s 370Z plus 
Volkswagen’s Scirocco and 
the other compact German 
luxury coupes that are in a 
higher price bracket and 
can’t match the Toyota for 
agility and driver involve¬ 
ment.
